We are.adviled from.Hanover, That the Day after Mynheer Pefters, the Dutch

thetland Balt India Company, which gives more Difturbance to the States than 
aay Thing which has happened thefe many Years. ’°Tis now plain, that the 

Emperor 1s’deaf to all Remonftrances upon that Head. At the fame time, ‘tis 

like to give fach ‘a Cut to the Dutch Eaft India Trade, that no Stone muft be

e the Caufe of a Rupture in thefe Parts of Europe. However, *tis thought 
that this ‘will inva great mealure depend upon the French: And the States have 
fent new Inftra@ions to Mynheer Hope, their Minifter at Paris, to induce that 
‘Court to come into their Meafures, But whether it be confiftent with French 
Policy, to fecure-and eftablifh the Trade of the Dutch, who are already too ma- 

ny for their Neighbours that way, upon the Ruin of the Flemings, whom the 

French have Ho great Reafon to fear, Time will thew. 
~ In the mean time we ate informed from Hamburg, That feveral Ships, trom 

30. to 6o Gunsy are building there for the Netherland Company, and that they 
will be ready bynéxt Spring to go upon their Voyage.

Y the Holland Mail which arrived yefterday we received Letters from Cam- 

' bray dated the 3rft Inftant, advifing, That a Diftemper has been obferved 
~~” for fome Days paft in the Villages between that City Beaupaume and Arras, 
“which ‘carries off in-about 24 Hours Time thofe whom it feizes; it being sepre 
en- 
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hended that this Diftemper is infectious, all poffible Precautions ate taken in thé 
neighbouring Places, to prevent its {preading any further. 

From Bruflels‘ef the 2d of September they write, That Advice having been re4 
ecived from feveral Places, That for three Weeks paft, a malignant Fever has 
difcovered it felf in the Country of Artois ; "The Marquis de Prie had difp 
citcolar Letters to the Governours of Ypres; Tournay, Menin and other at 
¥ier Places, commanding them to make ftrict.Enquiry into that-Matter, and to 
report the true State of the Diftemper to him, It is faid to be a {weating Sickriefs, 
whichin the Year 1551, raged in apeet, and overrun the whole Kingdom,” in 
fo much, that Seo died of it in one Week in London. *Tis remarked, that thofe 
that were feized therewith, were inclined much to Sleep; and all that fleept died ¢ 
But if they were kept awake for the Space of one Day; they {weated it out and 
recovered. ee Setes 

Tis advifed from Venice of the 20 Inftant, That the French Ship called the 
Envieux, who brought the Plague from Alexandria, and for fome Tithe paft faf= 

ed tobe in the Brittifh Channel is arrived at Thoulon; The Captain upoh 

is Examination owned, that in December laft being in the Port of Alexendries 
his Pilot died there of the Plague, That he put into a Port of Creve towards thé 
End of January, where having caufed all the Perfonson board his Ship to go on 
Shore, and lodged them under Tents, he made them perform Quarantine: till 
the firft of Marchg during which Time, 5 Paflengers and three Sailors died of 
the Piague, where leaving behind him his Tents and all other Neceflaries ufed on
